World Festival 99 comes to the Hollywood Bowl

I ’ve always been crazy about music. It 
all started when I was about eight 
years old. My older brother would 
bring home all the hot new 7 inch, 
45 rpm singles of R & B artists like 
Little Richard, Larry Williams, Bobby 
Bland, Fats Domino, Jerry Lee Lewis, and 
other early icons of American pop music. 
Later, in high school, I discovered jazz. 
I was mesmerized by Coltranes album 
Impressions. Listening to it over and over 
again, I was inexplicably hypnotized and 
intoxicated by something in it, and it was 
years before I understood just what that 
something was. 

Coltrane had completely mastered play¬ 
ing all kinds of Western European 
harmonic systems and chord changes, and 
was studying Indian music with the 
Indian maestro Ravi Shankar and African 
rhythms with the great Nigerian drummer 
Babatunde Olatunji. Coltrane started 
experimenting modally in order to have 
more freedom as an improvising soloist. 
He was tapping into the roots of a very 
old tree: traditional music of non-Western 
cultures, now known as “world music.” 
My early and continuing fascination with 
Coltranes music was, in retrospect, early 
ear training that helped me to better 
explore, appreciate, and love music from

other cultures. I was no musicologist, but 
I realized that something was happening 
when I listened to this music, something 
psychic and deeper than language. There 
was never any language barrier. 

You might ask: Why bother listening to 
music from other cultures? Isn’t it just eas¬ 
ier to stick with pop music sung in 
English? It would be easier, but much less 
interesting. We also wouldn’t learn as 
much about other people and, in the end, 
about ourselves. 

H ow does it all begin on the musical 
level? What do we have in common 
with people whose tongues we don’t 
speak? I think the process starts with the 
first rhythm we experience, our mother’s 
heartbeat. Rhythm communicates some¬ 
thing very elemental, something beyond 
language: it is the very pulse of life that

we feel while tethered inside the womb. 

In traditional African music, rhythm 
always reigns supreme. Powerful rhythm 
was and is so imbedded in the African 
psyche that even slavery couldn’t stop it. 
Slave traders found that putting drum¬ 
mers aboard ships bound for the New 
World gave the human cargo a better 
chance of surviving the grueling trip. This 
is one way that syncopated African 
rhythms spread throughout the African 
Diaspora. African rhythms — which are 
actually languages (think of the Yoruba 
talking drums) — remain part of a rich 
cultural legacy brought to the New World. 

Much of the music we enjoy today 
represents a mix of different musics from 
different countries. American rhythm and 
blues from the 1950s came out of New 
Orleans which, as a port city and melting 
pot, took in a lot of Cuban music. This 
was later a catalyst for the Beatles, the 
Rolling Stones, and other big pop groups 
who loved Little Richard, Fats Domino, 
and other R & B icons. Cuban music 
itself represents one of the great synergies, 
a mixture of Spanish folk songs, Arab and 
Jewish styles, brought by Moors and Jews 
coming to Cuba after they were forced out 
of Spain in 1492. Add to this heady brew 
the powerful elixir of African rhythm, and 
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Juan Jose Mosalini & his Grand 
Orchestra de Tango 


you have the basic recipe of Cuban music. 
The same can be said of Brazilian music, 
since Portugal banished its Moors and 
Jews shortly after the Spanish, with a huge 
contingent of African slaves soon to come. 
Even Argentine tango is a mix of African 
and European elements. 

The concept of world music is hotly 
debated. Musicians like Gilberto Gil 
(coming to the Hollywood Bowl in a con¬ 
cert entitled “Tropical Heat” — Sept. 12) 
dismiss the term: he was making music 
that fuses many disparate elements long 
before the term was coined (supposedly by 
London marketing people who initially 
devised the name to sell more records). 
Whatever term we choose to describe it, 
this new international music is a fusion of 
elements: traditional folk music mixed 
with modern (often electronic) instruments, 
hi-tech studio production, and European 
influences as well. What we call “world 
music” certainly wasn’t around when I 
first started listening to ethnic music 
on scratchy field recordings. The new, 
hybridized music came later, when young 
people in Africa, India, Latin America, 
and other places heard the Beatles, James 
Brown, Elvis Presley, Cuba’s Orquesta 
Aragon, and other groups on the radio. 

The invention and introduction of radio 
was key: wherever it appeared, it intro¬ 
duced people to other music, ideas, and 
cultural attitudes. When Africa finally got 
radio in the 1940s and 1950s, programs 
like The Voice of America could be heard, 
bringing American culture to new audi¬ 
ences. Portable transistor radios later made 
it possible for large numbers of people to 
listen for the first time. 

Another key development in the evolu¬ 
tion of world music has been the inven¬ 
tion and proliferation of the audiocassette 
in the early 1970s. The availability of 
affordable and reproducible cassettes (and 
the boomboxes to play them) meant that 
for the first time people everywhere could 
afford to buy music. Ambitious young 


musicians in developing countries were 
exposed to the music of the Beatles, James 
Brown, and Jimi Hendrix, among others 
— for them, new and exotic sounds. 
Soon they were combining them with 
their own music. 

World music is as much about evolving 
technology as about music — a new and 
potent blend of traditional music and 
postwar technology — a cross pollination 
of musical idioms that has swept the 
globe. WEat makes this new music so 
interesting is the degree to which non- 
Western cultures have assimilated new 
influences yet retain their musical unique¬ 
ness. Many groups from the Hollywood 
Bowl’s World Festival ’99 roster have 
adapted Western influences with their 
own traditional music. Conversely, pop 
artists such as Brian Eno, David Byrne, 
Peter Gabriel, and Paul Simon have shown 
how elements from other musical cultures 
can successfully illuminate their own 
music, infusing it with new energy, sur¬ 
prises, and interest. 

In many ways, this new 
international music 
embraces the cross¬ 
pollination of cultures 
that truly reflects a 
modern world... 

L et’s look at some World Festival ’99 
performers to illustrate this. Take 
Carlinhos Brown, who headlines “Brazil 
Nights,” opening World Festival ’99 on 
June 26 and 27. There are many different 
musical styles represented in Carlinhos’ 
mix, typical of the way music combines 
and recombines in today’s information 
age. His mother was an evangelical protes- 
tant who thought drumming was the 
devil’s doing, while his father practiced 
the Afro-Brazilian religion known as can- 
domble. Carlinhos Brown cites the influ¬ 
ence of James Brown (from whom 
Carlinhos took his last name), the Beatles, 
Jorge Ben, the Jackson 5, Gregorian 
Chant, bossa nova, tropicalia , American 
funk and soul, jazz, hip hop, and rap. 

Another Brazilian musician, the leg¬ 
endary Gilberto Gil, (“Tropical Heat” 
-September 12) which concludes World 
Festival ’99, shows a similar plethora of 
influences, including American jazz, soul, 
the Beatles, R 6c B, bossa nova, Bahian-

style drumming, and classic sambal 
Ethiopian superstar Aster Aweke (“African 
Pulse” — July 25) has spiced up tradi-l 
tional 6/8 Ethiopian rhythms, adding a 
horn section and keyboards more typical 
of Memphis soul music. Norteno giant 11 
Flaco Jimenez (“Roots, Rock & Rhythm”! 

— August 1) plays a spicy Texan blend 
concocted from German brass music, I 
accordions, polkas, and traditional Mexi-| 
can sones and boleros. 

Other artists featured in the World 
Festival ’99 have found other paths to 
greatness. Juan Jose Mosalini’s Grand I 
Orchestra de Tango (“Tango and 
Romance” — July 11) extends the nuevo 
tango legacy of the late Astor Piazzolkj 
African diva Oumou Sangare, (“African I 
Pulse” — July 25th) has chosen to pre- I 
serve the “Wassalou” style used by female 
singers from Southern Mali. The Arme- 
nian Festival Ensemble (“Hallelujah” — 
August 15th) plays a sublimely spiritual 
music that goes back to pre-Christian I 
times. On the same “Hallelujah” bill, 
Rahat Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan, musical heir 
to the late Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan, con¬ 
tinues the traditional qawwali sound of 
Pakistani sufi music, with harmoniums, 
tablas, and soaring, exhortatory vocals. 

In many ways, this new international! 
music embraces the cross-pollination of 
cultures that truly reflects a modern 
world... perched on the edge of the next ' 
millennium. It welcomes and celebrates I 
the cultural melting pot that Los Angeles 
has become, an international metropolis 
where over eighty languages are now 
spoken. We invite you to enjoy, exult, learn 

— and just plain have fun — at World Fes¬ 
tival ’99 at the Hollywood Bowl. □

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The Concerto: 

An Immortal Struggle

T he spectacle of gladiatorial 
combat endures in our own 
time: contests of physical 
strength, fitness, and endur¬ 
ance draw huge pay-per-view 
audiences, and team sports (baseball, 
basketball, football, hockey, soccer, etc.) 
provoke intense and passionate commit¬ 
ment from enthusiasts of all ages. 

The musical equivalent of this combat is 
equally alive and well: we call it the con¬ 
certo. 

The concerto developed over the cen¬ 
turies from vocal and choral works to 
instrumental ones with multiple soloists 
on up to the more modern “concerto for 
orchestra.” The terms elusive origins 
include the Latin root concertare (“to 
contend, dispute, debate”) and the much 
different Italian meaning (“to arrange, 
agree, get together,” i.e. “to act in con¬ 
cert”). This later sense is related to the 
parallel Greek-derived Italian term sinfonia 
(“to sound together”). 

This summer, virtually every Los Ange¬ 
les Philharmonic concert at the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl offers some sort of concerto. 
These works have justifiably become audi¬ 
ence favorites, and the excitement of hear¬ 
ing an established master or an emerging 
new talent in a musical contest of strength 
and endurance is an essential element of 
every season at the Hollywood Bowl. 

Among the very first concertos written 
for the violin were those by Antonio 
Vivaldi (around the turn of the 18 th cen¬ 
tury), which served as the model for J. S. 
Bach’s efforts in the form. The Hollywood 
Bowl concert of September 2 includes two 
popular works by Bach which illustrate 
the diversity that was typical in the early 
1700s: the Brandenburg Concerto No. 1 
features horns, oboes, and bassoons, along 
with a special violino piccolo\ the Double 
Concerto in D minor calls for two violins, 
whose rapturous dialogue (especially in

the slow movement) is unspeakably sub¬ 
lime. Here, at least for a while, the battle 
is forgotten. 

Later that century, around 1775, the 
19-year-old Mozart wrote a series of five 
violin concertos. Although the performing 
forces are modest, these exquisitely crafted 
works are prime examples of how much 
extra drama results when a composer pits 
a solo instrument “against” an orchestra. 
Thematic materials are borrowed and 
tossed about, and even though we know 
that all will end well, the thrill of seeing 


(and hearing) the individual player doing 
battle with the massed forces of the 
ensemble are very real. 

The third of the Mozart Violin Con¬ 
certos will be performed on the first 
Thursday evening of the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic’s summer season at the 
Hollywood Bowl (July 8); two days earlier, 
at the opening event of the Tuesday 
series (July 6), a prime example of the 
violin concerto from the 19th century, the 
Bruch G-minor, will be the centerpiece 
of the program.

Violin concertos being played during 
the 1999 Bowl season include, in addition 
to the Bach, Bruch, and Mozart works, 
Prokofiev’s scintillating First Concerto 
(July 13), the beloved Mendelssohn 
E-minor (July 22), and the towering 
Brahms D-major (August 19). 

In the haunting Shostakovich Violin 
Concerto No. 1 (August 5), which was 
completed in 1948 but withheld by the 
composer until 1955, the time-honored 
concepts of showcasing virtuosity and set¬ 
ting the solo player against the orchestra 
take on a whole new significance: during 
those years in Russia, the composer’s indi¬ 
vidual struggle for survival against the 
oppressive totalitarian regimes of Stalin 
and Krushchev was aptly reflected in this 
powerful music. 

P robably no single group of works in 
the concerto form offers audiences a 
greater combination of musical drama and 
sheer poetry and passion than the five 
Piano Concertos of Beethoven. 

They span more than 15 years of the 
composer’s career (sketches for the earliest 
date from 1793; the last was written in 
1809) and each of the five is noticeably 
different from its predecessor. The piano 
itself was changing dramatically during 
these years and Beethoven took full advan¬ 
tage of the developing technology to write 
ever more daring and dramatic music. 
These new instruments could be played 


more loudly (in Italian, forte) as well as 
more softly {piano) than the instruments 
for which Mozart wrote his keyboard con¬ 
certos. Even the range of notes available 
was expanding, and Beethoven used the 
extremes of register to powerful effect. 
Adding to the drama, the composer 
himself was the soloist in the premieres of 
the first four concertos, but his increasing 
deafness prevented him from playing the 
most famous of them all, his “Emperor” 
Concerto. 

The complete Beethoven cycle is being 
performed this summer, on alternating 
Thursdays beginning July 15 with the 
First (it was actually written second, but 
published first). The earlier work, which 
was eventually published as No. 2 (July 
29), is an undeniable expression of the 
composer’s love for Mozart. The Concerto 
No. 3 (August 12) shares the key of 
C minor with Beethoven’s mighty Fifth 
Symphony, and there is plenty of drama 
just beneath the surface of this master- 
work. The Fourth Piano Concerto (August 
26), one of Beethoven’s most introverted 
scores, reveals the essentially Classical core 
of this quintessential Romantic composer. 
The cycle is capped by the grandiose 
and flamboyant “Emperor” Concerto 
(September 9). 

O ther piano concertos to be heard this 
summer at the Bowl range from such 
favorites as the Grieg (August 3) and the 


Tchaikovsky First (August 13 and 14l 
to the enchanting “Egyptian” Concerto! 
by Saint-Saens (July 27) and Gershwin$| 
perennial Rhapsody in Blue (August 31). 

This special season truly includes some-1 
thing for everyone, a suitable celebratioifl 
for the end of a “Surprising Century.” 

Let the battles begin! □

Concerto-Style Compositions 
Call for Collaboration 


Tuesday, July 20, Principal Concertmas- 
ter Martin Chalifour plays two French 
works which place the solo violinist 
squarely in the center of the ring. 

The first is the rarely encountered Poeme 
by Ernest Chausson, a late work by the 
elusive French composer. Based on a short 
story by Turgenev, it originally carried a 
title longer almost than the music: “The 
Song of Love Triumphant: Symphonic 
Poem for Violin and Orchestra.”

Gets Serious! 

John Clayton Appointed as Artistic Director 
Clayton-Hamilton Jazz Orchestra is the New Ensemble-in-Residence

T here’s no doubt: bassist/ 
composer/arranger John Clay¬ 
ton is one busy guy. He 
seems to be just about every¬ 
where these days. One day 
he’s in Denver performing at a convention 
of bass players. The next day he’s flying to 
Salt Lake City for a concert with Milt 
Jackson, then immediately off to Europe 
to conduct a pops concert in Cologne. 
Clayton teaches at USC and at UCLA, 
the two big universities in town. He’s 
playing on everyone’s records, it seems, 
and he is furiously writing arrangements 
and compositions for a slew of different 
artists as well as for the band he co-leads, 
the Clayton-Hamilton Jazz Orchestra.

nical virtuosity.” Her appeal also seems to 
transcend the jazz world, too: in addition 
to two succesful smooth jazz albums of 
her own, and numerous gigs with noted 
jazz artists such as Kenny Barron and 
Steve Turre, she has recently performed or 
recorded with Dolly Parton, Billy Joel, 
Aretha Franklin, and Lauryn Hill, among 
many others. 

Byron Stripling joins the CHJO and 
two legendary performers, pianist/vocal¬ 
ist/composer Dr. John and drummer Billy 
Higgins, on an evening that will bring 
the fire and spice of New Orleans to the 
Hollywood Bowl stage (“The Real Thing” 
— August 11). A recreation of the famous 
“second line” sound of New Orleans street 
bands will be a part of this evening (“sec¬ 
ond line” is a reference to the driving 
rhythm instruments that follow the “first 
line” of winds and brass in the street 
bands of old New Orleans). Stripling, who 
starred in the Broadway musical “Satchmo” 
about the life of Louis Armstrong, is one 
of the most versatile and exciting trumpet 
players on the jazz scene today. 

Few need an introduction to Dr. John, 
who is also featured on the August 11 
show. Popularly known as “The Night 
Tripper,” he is also the undisputed guru of 
New Orleans style blues and R & B piano 
playing. Jazz fans may not know that 
Clayton and Dr. John have worked 
together before. Expect some musical 
pyrotechnics: this show, said Clayton, 
should be “dynamite!” 

Vocalists Dee Daniels and Kevin 
Mahogony — both performers who are 
well-known in jazz circles but deserving of 
wider recognition — come together with 
the CHJO and the celebrated Grammy 
winning vocal group Take 6 for an 
evening which celebrates the influence of 
gospel music in jazz (“Lift Every Voice 
and Swing” — August 18). “We want to 
‘raise the roof,’” joked Clayton. 

Special Evenings and Special Tributes: 
Guitarists, Jazz Royalty, and Hollywood 
Legacy of Joe Williams Remembered 

John Pizzarelli, Russell Malone, and Mark 
Whitfield join the CHJO for a special 
evening dedicated to jazz guitarists 
(“Swingin’ on Six Strings” — August 25). 
All three of these fine guitarists have bur¬ 
geoning solo careers and bring a special 
passion and individuality to their instru¬ 
ments. Both Pizzarelli and Malone have 
wowed Hollywood Bowl audiences in 
recent years: Pizzarelli appeared on the 
Hollywood Bowl Opening Gala concert 
in 1997, while Malone virtually stopped 


the show last summer with Diana Krall. 
Whitfield makes his Bowl debut on this 
evening. 

A summer-long tribute to the music of 
Duke Ellington and to Hoagey Carmichael 
— both of whom would have been 100 
years old this year — culminates on 
the next concert (“Jazz Royalty” — 
September 8). Together with an all-star 
band made up of renowned big band 
alumni, highlighted by singer Carmen 
Bradford, this evening will recreate the 
excitement and sounds of the famous 
“battle of the bands” that took place 
between the Duke Ellington and Count 
Basie Orchestras. The renowned jazz and 
blues singer Joe Williams, who passed 
away earlier this year, will be remembered 
in this special evening. 

The Lexus Jazz at the Bowl series ends 
with a tribute to the brilliant contribution 
to jazz made by three “local heroes”: 
Johnny Mandel, Quincy Jones, and the 
late Henry Mancini. Of course, their 
legacy is hardly just local: you’d virtually 
have to have been stranded on a desert 
island for the last half century to have 
missed the music of these master musi¬ 
cians. “This concert is going to be like a 
big party thrown by musicians for their 
musician friends,” said Clayton. He 
added: “Anything can happen!” The jazz 
party of the season ends as vocalist/pianist 
Shirley Horn, saxophonist Plas Johnson, 
flutist Greg Jefferson, trumpeter Jack 
Sheldon, and the CHJO pay special trib¬ 
ute and party down for the hometown 
“players” and fans. 

Indeed, if this season is any indication, 
this is just the start of something big. 
With a line up of concerts like this, with 
the park-like setting of this stunning con¬ 
cert venue, and with an accomplished and I 
swinging ensemble-in-residence like the * 
Clayton-Hamilton Jazz Orchestra, there 
are plenty of reasons to get excited about 
the future of jazz at the Hollywood Bowl. 

And this is only the beginning. “The 
Philharmonic Association is serious about 
jazz. They have made a commitment to 
John Clayton’s vision for the long term,’ 
said Nelson. 

“We’re really looking to start something ! 
exciting here,” echoed Clayton. “We want 
these concerts to become a tradition for 
people. We want to offer concerts to jazz 
lovers that are so good they have to go.”

T here are over 1,000 arts orga¬ 
nizations and 150,000 work¬ 
ing artists in the County of 
Los Angeles, creating the 
largest concentration of arts 
activity in the United States. The mission 
of the Los Angeles County Arts Commis¬ 
sion is to foster excellence, diversity, vital¬ 
ity and accessibility of the arts in this 
extraordinary community. The Commis¬ 
sion provides leadership in cultural ser¬ 
vices of all disciplines for the County, 
including funding and technical assis¬ 
tance, information and resources to the 
community, artists, arts organizations and 
municipalities. 

Producing the Summer Nights at the 
Ford series is just one of many Commis¬ 
sion activities. The Commission also pro¬ 
duces the annual Los Angeles County 
Holiday Celebration at the Music Center 
(broadcast live on KCET), the Los Ange¬ 
les County-Wide Arts Open House the 
first Saturday in October and more than 
100 free concerts in public sites each year 
in partnership with the Musicians Trust 
Fund Program. 

The Los Angeles County Arts Commis¬ 
sion was also a key player in the largest 
cultural tourism promotion in the United 
States - California: Cultures Edge, launched 
in the spring of 1998. The Commission 
convened the California Cultural Tourism 
Coalition, comprised of the California 
Arts Council, California Division of 
Tourism, Hyatt Hotels & Resorts, United 
Airlines, American Express, Los Angeles 
Convention & Visitors Bureau, City of 
San Diego Commission for Arts & Cul¬ 
ture, San Francisco Art Commission and 
San Francisco Grants for the Arts. The 
centerpiece of the coalition’s program was 
the promotion of 13 themed itineraries 
that focus on the cultural opportunities to 
be found in Los Angeles, San Diego and 
San Francisco and suggest 9-15 day stays 
in California. 

The campaign achieved one of the most 
significant returns of any American 
Express destination marketing program to 
date. Of the 200,000 people who received 


the travel planner detailing the itineraries, 
115,000 traveled to California and spent 
$154,664,870. After seeing the travel 
planner in Travel & Leisure magazine, 
30,000 readers requested additional infor¬ 
mation on California’s attractions. The 
coalition has been cited as a national 
model for public-private cooperation in 
the field of cultural tourism and the Arts 
Commission received an award for inno¬ 
vation from the County’s Productivity 
Commission for this program. 

The Los Angeles County Arts Commis¬ 
sion, founded in 1947, is the second old¬ 
est public arts agency in California, San 
Francisco’s having been established one 
year earlier. The Commission is an advi¬ 
sory group to the County Board of Super¬ 
visors consisting of 15 members, three 
appointed by each County Supervisor. 
Originally called the Music Commission, 
the name was later expanded to include 
the words “and Performing Arts” to recog¬ 
nize the growth of the arts community. Its 
present name was adopted in 1997 to sig¬ 
nify support of all nonprofit arts.

Georges Bizet (1838-1875) 

I nside almost every French composer 
is a Spaniard who doesn’t have to 
fight very hard to get out. It’s diffi¬ 
cult to explain, although geographical 
proximity may be the reason some 
Frenchmen have captured with amazing 
authenticity the musical imagery of their 
neighbors to the south. Whatever the 
magic may be, it has never been more 
operative than in the case of Georges Bizet

and his Carmen. Adding to one’s amaze¬ 
ment at his Iberian achievement is that he 
apparendy never set foot in the country 
whose atmosphere he so masterfully 
evoked in the well-loved opera. 

Born in Paris, Bizet did indeed spend 
three years in a country to the south of 
his own - Italy, where the young Paris 
Conservatory student went as winner of 
the Prix de Rome. Once back in Paris, 
he settled into a composing career that 
failed to bring him more than a mod¬ 
icum of attention until, after some 
minor successes in 1873, he was com¬ 
missioned to compose a work for the 
Opera-Comique. Selecting as his subject 
the vivid story “Carmen” by Prosper 
Merimee, Bizet induced Henri Meilhac 
and Ludovic Halevy to write the libretto. 

The opera premiered March 3, 1875, 
and while its naturalism and luridness ruf¬ 


fled the sensibilities of a Parisian audience 
nurtured on elegant and grandiose stage 
pieces, it attained a decent success. In the 
following weeks, it was performed nearly 
two dozen times, but tragically, on the 
night of its 23rd performance, three 
months to the day after its premiere, Bizet 
died at the age of 36, never to witness any 
of Carmens phenomenal popularity all 
over the world. 

Lavishly melodious, vitally rhythmic, 
richly orchestrated and harmonized, Car¬ 
men is nothing less than a miracle of lyric 
theater. Even without the vocal parts, any 
ordinary opera’s lifeblood, it is irresistible, 
as performances of orchestral excerpts con¬ 
tinue to prove. 

Poeme, Op. 25 

Ernest Chausson (1855-1899) 

B ecoming a pupil of Cesar Franck 
at age 25 when he turned away 
from the study of law to serious 
involvement with music, Ernest Chaus¬ 
son developed his skill and his talent 
slowly, producing a limited number of 
compositions. The Poeme was written 
for Chausson’s violinist friend Eugene 
Ysaye in 1896, and reveals the com¬ 
poser as a gifted lyricist, a rhapsodist of 
impassioned refinement (or refined pas¬ 
sion), and a craftsman of security and 
control. The violin part, though not 
without touches of bravura, is primarily 
the medium for melancholy musing 
and breathless poetic flights in the 
instrument’s high reaches, while the 
accompaniment stands back in sup¬ 
portive reticence. 

The piece’s effect is quite magical; sev¬ 
eral years after the composer died tragi¬ 
cally in a bicycle accident at the age of 
44, his famous countryman, Claude 
Debussy, said, “The Poeme contains 
Chausson’s best qualities. The freedom 
of its form never hinders harmonious 
proportion. Nothing touches [us] 
more... than the end of the Poeme , 
where the music, leaving aside all 
description and anecdote, becomes the 
very feeling that inspired the emotion. 
These are very rare instances of the 
works of an artist.” 


Introduction and Rondo capriccioso , 
Op. 28 

Camille Saint-Saens (1835-1921) 

I t is no wonder that Camille Saint- 
Saens found the medium of the solo 
concerto and solo showpiece so con- I 
genial: his prodigious musical talent was 
made up in large part of the kind of 
extroversion and dazzle upon which such 
works depend. His gift for melodies and 
the elegant line, his flair for orchestration 
- in total his superior craftsmanship - 
were ideally suited to music in which 
depth was not demanded. 

The present work, written in 1863 
and dedicated to the great Spanish vio¬ 
linist, Pablo de Sarasate, operates appeal¬ 
ingly on two levels. In the slow 
Introduction , the violin sings a lovely, 
plaintive melody whose lack of passion 
tells much about Saint-Saens’ cool, ele¬ 
gant expressiveness; in the Rondo capric¬ 
cioso, dash, virtuosity, and songfulness 
combine in his most effective manner 

Symphony No. 3 in C minor, Op. 78 
(“Organ”) 

Camille Saint-Saens 

T he French composer Charles 
Gounod is said to have referred 
to Saint-Saens as the French 
Beethoven. Such a judgment, were 
Gounod indeed moved to utter it, would 
have been a clear case of wishful thinking 
or self-delusion, or both. At the time the j 
statement was supposed to have been 
made - the 1880s - the French had never 
been, nor were they ever destined to 
become, symphonists in the Classical sense. 
After all, a country whose musical tastes j 
inclined strongly to operatic lavishness | 
rather than to concert hall sobriety was not 
likely to produce a Haydn, a Mozart, or a 
Beethoven. That it spawned a Berlioz only 
seems to upset the country’s musical image, 
but of course the dazzlingly flamboyant 
Hector was no Classical symphonist in the 
Austro-German mold. 

Nor was Camille Saint-Saens, although, 
given his conservative musical outlook, his 
prodigious creativity, and his superior ' 
craftsmanship, he was well equipped to 
follow in that line. Even so, his remarkable 
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adeptness for melodic invention, for the 
elegant line, and for brilliant orchestration, 
all of which served him so well in dozens 
upon dozens of works large and small, 
could contribute litde to his becoming a 
Beethovenian symphonist. 

But why labor Gounods point? Saint- 
Saens wrote five Saint-Saens symphonies, 
none of them suggesting its creator 
thought himself an heir to Beethovens 
throne. In reality, for his Third Symphony 
and for his symphonic poems, Saint-Saens 
owed his largest debt to Liszt, since it is 
the Hungarian composers method of the¬ 
matic transformation and the cyclical use 
of the transformed material throughout a 
given piece that the Frenchman zealously 
appropriated. 

For the first performance of his Third 
Symphony in 1886 by the London Phil¬ 
harmonic Society, for which it was com¬ 
posed, Saint-Saens indicated in a written 
analysis that the work, though divided 
into two parts, includes practically the tra-

ditional four symphony movements. 

The Symphony begins with a slow, 
Wagnerish (Tristan und Isolde) introduc¬ 
tion, after which the restless Allegro first 


theme is announced in the strings; this is 
the motif which appears in transforma¬ 
tions throughout the work - and one that 
is strongly suggestive of the first theme of 
Schuberts “Unfinished” Symphony. The 
organ appears for the first time in the con¬ 
templative Adagio , while the piano enters 
in the assertive scherzo, which, in Saint- 
Saens scheme, is at the beginning of the 
second movement. The finale is built 
upon yet another of the many transforma¬ 
tions of the first movements main theme, 
here made majestic by the organs mighty 
support, and the exceedingly attractive 
composition ends with a brilliant massing 
of orchestral forces. □

He also took up 
a new post as Artistic Director of Tai¬ 
wan’s National Symphony Orchestra. 
His performances with these ensembles 
and as guest conductor throughout the 
United States and abroad have earned 


him a reputation for musical integrity, 
intensity and expressivity. 

In 1982, Ling was selected by Leonard 
Bernstein to be a Conducting Fellow at 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic Insti¬ 
tute. He subsequently studied under 
Otto-Werner Mueller at Yale, and in 
1988 he was one of three conductors 
selected as a recipient of the 
Seaver/National Endowment for the 
Arts Conductors Award. Ling last 
appeared at the Hollywood Bowl in 
August 1995. 

Montreal native MARTIN CHALI- 
FOUR began his tenure as Principal 
Concertmaster of the Los Angeles Phil¬ 
harmonic in April 1996. His previous 
positions included Acting Concertmas¬ 
ter and Associate Concertmaster of the 
Cleveland Orchestra from 1990 to 
1995, and Associate Concertmaster of 
the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra from 
1984 to 1990. Chalifour appears fre¬ 
quently as soloist and in recital, and 
has toured with chamber ensembles 
throughout the world. He has been a 
concerto soloist with the Los Angeles 


Philharmonic, the Cleveland Orches¬ 
tra, the Atlanta Symphony, and the 
Hong Kong Philharmonic, among oth¬ 
ers. Chalifour participates in a number 
of summer music festivals, including 
the Mainly Mozart Festival in San 
Diego and the Sarasota Music Festival 
in Sarasota, Florida. Chalifour last 
appeared at the Hollywood Bowl in 
July 1998. □

winning recordings. CD Review named the orchestras first 
recording, Groove Shop , one of the best recordings of 1990. 
Esteemed jazz critic Leonard Feather awarded it his prestigious 
26th- and 27th-annual “Golden Feather Award” as both 1990 s 
and 1991s “Best Big Band.” In addition to performing and 
recording on its own, the orchestra is in demand by artists such as 
Quincy Jones, Joe Williams, Diana Krall, John Pizzarelli, Ernes¬ 
tine Anderson, Benny Carter, and Dr. John. Their most recent 
recording, Explosive - featuring vibraphonist Milt Jackson - has 
just been released on Qwest Records. 

Renowned Latin percussionist, vocalist, composer and ban¬ 
dleader PONCHO SANCHEZ first attracted international 
attention as percussionist for the late vihraphonist Cal Tjader, 
who did so much to popularize Latin jazz from the 1950s until

his untimely death in 1982. 
The 23-year-old Sanchez 
joined Tjaders band in 1975 
and remained with him until 
the end. Sanchez continued 
the tradition of his former 
mentor and went on to estab¬ 
lish himself as one of todays 
most respected figures in 
Latin jazz. Over the years, 
Sanchez albums have 
included such distinguished 
guests as Tito Puente, Fred¬ 
die Hubbard, and the late 
Eddie Harris. He has previ¬ 
ously performed at the Hollywood Bowl during the annual 
Playboy Jazz Festival. 




Latin jazz group TOLU began in the 
1980 s when acclaimed reedman Justo 
Almario and percussionist Alex Acuna 
assembled some of Los Angeles’ finest 
improvising musicians. The band, 
whose name came from a small 
coastal town in Almario’s native 
Columbia, 
was originally 
formed to give 
Latin jazz 
musicians a 
vehicle for their art. As musical 
director, Almario has written most of 
Tolu’s creative arrangements. Almario 
is joined by a host of Los Angeles’ 
most sought-after session and touring 
musicians. 

Tolu’s repertoire is cross cultural, 
including Dominican merengue, cumbia, Afro-Cuban 
inspired tunes, and jazz standards. 



Vocalist ANDY VARGAS, a California native from Wat¬ 
sonville, is a singer and songwriter whose music is firmly rooted 
in both the Mexican and American musical traditions. He was 
introduced to mariachi music at the age of three and by the 
age of seven, he was already performing 
county fairs, weddings, and mariachi 
shows with his father’s conjunto, Mari¬ 
achi California de Xavier Vargas. Later, 
after being introduced to different styles 
of American popular music, Vargas was 
inspired to write his own songs, pen¬ 
ning well over a hundred to date. Var¬ 
gas’ debut album on RCA is due to be 
released early next year; his debut single 
is expected in the fall. □

Overture from The Thieving Magpie 

Gioacchino Rossini (1792-1868) 

T he story of The Thieving Magpie 
(La gazza ladra) is taken from a 
French melodrama, and deals with 
a little servant girl, Ninetta, who is con¬ 
demned to die for the theft of a silver 
spoon. Only her father can prove that she 
is innocent and he is nowhere to be found. 
Just in time, her pet magpie is discovered 
as the thief who removed the spoon. 

The overture is scored for the usual 
symphonic combination, plus a bass drum 
and two military drums placed at either 
side of the orchestra. It opens with two 
drum rolls; the orchestra then introduces a 
vigorous march melody, which is briefly 
developed. The two main themes of the 
Allegro are a delicate one for strings, and a 
piquant one for woodwind and strings. A 
stirring crescendo, a trademark of Rossinis 
overtures, marks the exciting climax.

Violin Concerto in E minor, Op. 64 

Felix Mendelssohn (1809-1847) 

S oon after taking over the Leipzig 
Gewandhaus Orchestra in 1835, 
Mendelssohn made Ferdinand 
David the concertmaster and assistant 
conductor. David was a noted violinist, a 
musician in sympathy with Mendelssohns 
ideals, and a friend of long standing, in 
whose charge Mendelssohn could confi¬ 
dently leave the orchestra during his fre¬ 
quent absences from Leipzig. In 1838, 
Mendelssohn wrote David during one of 
those absences: “I want to write a violin 
concerto next winter. One in E minor is 
running through my head, and the begin¬ 
ning of it gives me no peace.” 

A year later, when Mendelssohn had not 
written the concerto, it was David who 
gave him no peace. “It is good of you to 
press me for a violin concerto,” he wrote 
to David in the summer of 1839, “but the 
task is not easy. You ask that it be brilliant, 
and how can someone like me do this?” 

Mendelssohns question set out the fun¬ 
damental problem of the concerto in the 
19th century. It was a fairly easy matter to 
compose a brilliant display piece. All it 
took was a great many notes in rapid suc¬ 


cession. In the post-Paganini era, nimble 
but brainless virtuosi cranked out carloads 
of stunt music, now mostly forgotten, giv¬ 
ing the whole notion of virtuosity a bad 
name. What required genius was to mold 
a stream of rapid notes into a memorable 
melodic contour that left the listener with 
more than just a sense of velocity and dif¬ 
ficulty. The genius of Mendelssohns con¬ 
certo is not only that it has compelling 
themes, but that the flashy passages, as fast 
as they race by, shape themselves into 
memorable tunes. 

Mendelssohn, his protestation to David 
notwithstanding, had not been averse to

writing showy vehicles for himself. His 
showy first Piano Concerto of 1831 was a 
big hit, and soon became a repertory 
warhorse and major competition piece for 
pianists. (Berlioz wrote a story, in his col¬ 
lection Evenings in the Orchestra, in 
which a piano has the Mendelssohn con¬ 
certo played on it so many times in a 
competition that it goes berserk and con¬ 
tinues to play the concerto by itself until it 
has to be destroyed.) 

It was not until the summer of 1844 
that Mendelssohn finished the Violin 
Concerto. The intervening years were full 
of consultations between Mendelssohn 
and David about the work, resulting in a 
concerto that is notable for its playability 
as well as its striking melodic content. 

Mendelssohns contribution to the con¬ 


certo form was to tighten it considerably. 
The orchestra would normally set out an 
exposition of the themes in the first move¬ 
ment, after which the soloist could make a 
brilliant entrance and set out the themes 
again, shoving the orchestra into the back¬ 
ground for the rest of the movement. 
Mendelssohns approach, already evident 
in the First Piano Concerto, was to con¬ 
dense the “double exposition” into a single 
one, with the soloist in charge from the 
start. He also moved the cadenza from just 
before the end of the first movement to 
just after the midpoint, making it the 
transition from the development to the 
recapitulation. Mendelssohn also links the 
three movements with short bridge pas¬ 
sages. Thus the second movement begins 
when the bassoon refuses to let go of the 
first movements otherwise very final¬ 
sounding last chord, an effect that can still 
be surprising no matter how many times 
it is heard.

Symphony No. 8 in G major, Op. 88 

Aaitonrn Dvorak (1841-1904) 

A t the age of 16, showing definite 
musical talent, Dvorak was able to 
leave apprenticeship in his fathers 
butcher shop to be trained for a higher 
calling. He entered the Prague Organ 
School, but, like many students, he had to 
earn money to support himself. To this 
end, he became a music teacher and 
played viola in restaurant bands and in 
opera orchestras, where he was exposed to 
music that was to influence him greatly 
later in his life — the Czech operas of his 
countryman Bedfich Smetana. 

Occupied as Dvorak was with his studies 
and his wage-earning activities, he still 
found time to drink in the rich musical life 
of the capital city. He heard such perform¬ 
ers as Liszt, Biilow, and Clara Schumann 
in concert, and was properly awed by 
them. However, no single experience 
aroused him more than when he played in 
a concert of Wagners music conducted by 
the composer himself. Not yet recognizing 
the conflict of national interests which only 
surfaced later, he became a zealous Wag- 
nerite, investing his own compositions 
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with the unmistakable sound and fury of 
the German giant. But, fortunately for the 
unfolding of his individuality, it was not 
long before he came under the new and 
ultimately lasting influence of Brahms and, 
importandy, turned to his native Czech 
music as a source of inspiration. 

By the mid-1870s, all of the elements 
that went to form the mature Dvorak 
began taking shape and perspective: the 
lyric melodies in almost limitless supply; 
the fiery Bohemian spirit that charges the 
musical landscapes with the brightness of 
healthy exuberance and vigor; the expres¬ 
siveness that is warmed by tenderness but 
never smothered by sentimentality, a mas¬ 
terly command of orchestration and of the 
classical forms into which the musical sub¬ 
stance was poured. 

The Symphony No. 8 in G major, 
composed in 1889, brims over with 
these qualities. The first movement — 
indeed, the entire Symphony - is a place 
of rhapsodic contrasts: melancholy alter¬ 
nates with fiery abandon, pensive 
inwardness with dramatic outburst, 
earthy exuberance with dignified 


strength. For example, a brief, darkly- 
tinged idea in G minor opens the Sym¬ 
phony, but this inwardness quickly gives 
way to bird-like flute figures which in 
turn lead to the main theme given in 
cellos. 

The second movement is a magical 
place where a highly mysterious pictori- 
alism alternates with the most gracious, 
open-faced, springtime ambience imag¬ 
inable. The exceptionally vivid dramatic 
contrasts here go somewhat beyond the 
norm for our even-tempered Dvorak, 
even to suggesting the let-it-all-hang-out 
emotionalism of Gustav Mahler (Bo¬ 
hemian-born, by the way). 

A wistful minor-key waltz frames a 
trio of charming, major-key simplicity in 
a third movement which changes metri¬ 
cal gears for a rousing coda in duple 
time. 

A trumpet fanfare opening the last 
movement seems about to introduce a 
festive scene, and indeed it does, but not 
until the main theme is given first in a 
stately manner by the cellos. This warm, 
burnished melody is eventually trans¬ 


formed into a boisterous Bohemian 
dervish, which in turn gives way to a 
minor-key section that conjures visions 
of heel-flinging folk dancing. The main 
theme returns, in both its pensive and 
dashing versions, and then there is a 
fiery, Tchaikovskian close to a symphony 
in which Dvoraks love of nature and his 
country shines through so abundantly 
that the work could easily be subtided 
“The Slavonic.” □

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D escribing his experience working 
on the score for Star Wars (1977), 
John Williams wrote, “Normally, 
I try not to read scripts; I would rather sit 
down in a projection room and watch the 
film from start to finish without any talk¬ 
ing — like an audience. I prefer to react to 
its rhythmic impulses and feel its kinetic 
thrusts. From a composers point of view, 
scripts lack the dynamics of the film that 
correspond to music.” 

Many composers do work from the 
script, and some find their creativity con¬ 
strained by “temp tracks,” the temporary 
music that the filmmaker puts into early 
prints of the film. But not Williams. He 
finds himself inspired rather than limited 
by anything the filmmaker’s musical selec¬ 
tions might suggest. Over and over, his 
method of composition has led to film 
music that ranks among cinemas greatest. 
Williams embodies the tradition of Holly¬ 
wood film music at its grandest and most 
expansive, a tradition inherited from mas¬ 
ters like Franz Waxman (Sunset Boulevard 
A Place in the Sun) and Bernard Herr¬ 
mann (Psycho , North by Northwest). 

Williams worked alongside these com¬ 
posers during his early years in Holly¬ 
wood, and, like them, he had a strong 
foundation in classical music, having stud¬ 
ied composition at UCLA and piano at 
Juilliard. It is in this classical vein that 
Williams works, writing both orchestral 
film scores and large-scale concert pieces. 

After working in television during the 
1960s, Williams tackled the world of film. 
Some of his earliest scores retain their 
appeal because of their vitality and because 


of Williams’ ability to preserve their music 
in orchestral arrangements that lose little or 
none of their impact separated from the 
movies that originally inspired them. Two 
pictures directed by Mark Rydell contain 
some of the best of Williams’ early film 
music: The Reivers (1969) and The Cow¬ 
boys (1972). Both of the works on this 
weekend’s program preserve these movies’ 
music in concert form, with the Suite 
from The Reivers joining a spoken narra¬ 
tion drawn from William Faulkner’s last 
novel, which inspired the film, with some 
of the score’s best cues. In the movie, Steve 
McQueen and Rupert Crosse play two 
young men who talk a boy into “borrow¬ 
ing” his grandfather’s car and heading to 
Memphis. There, the trio drops in at a 
brothel and visits the horseraces in an 
American coming-of-age story. In The 
Cowboys , Rydell chose the most American 
of genres, the western, and the most Amer¬ 
ican of stars, John Wayne. The film turned 
out to be one of the genre’s and the actor’s 
greatest, and Williams’ score, with its vigor¬ 
ous and exhilarating tunes, marked him as 
a film composer to be watched, and one 
with an American voice influenced as 
much by the swaggering confidence of the 
Aaron Copland of Rodeo and Billy the Kid 
as his predecessors had been by the fin de 
siecle malaise of Gustav Mahler and the 
orchestral decadence of Richard Strauss. 

With Jaws (1975), Williams began a 
new collaboration, this time with director 
Steven Spielberg, forming a partnership 
that has become one of the most impor¬ 
tant of the composer’s career. This concert 
features music from four films on which 
the two worked. The 
March from 1941 
(1979) retains every 
ounce of the vitality of 
his earlier scores, with 
its opening tattoo-like 
theme tossed between 
winds and brass before 
the whole orchestra 
gets to rip into it. The 
comic element is cer¬ 
tainly there, this being 
music to accompany 
an imaginary Japanese 
invasion of Malibu 
during World War II. 


In 1991’s Hook , Williams created a 
score to accompany the on-screen frolick¬ 
ing of another famous Williams, Robin, in 
the role of Peter Pan. In “The Banquet 
Scene,” the composer provides brassy cele¬ 
bratory music in the vein of his contribu-

tion to the final scene of Star Wars. “The 
Face of Pan,” with its prominent flute 
part, paints a musical portrait of J.M. Bar¬ 
rie’s sprightly boy, and “The Flight to 
Neverland,” with its atmospheric opening 
winds, harp, and strings yielding to a soar¬ 
ing figure for the brass, certainly sets the 
proper mood of anticipation as the three 
Darling children fly from their nursery 
window on a chilly London night. 

The other Spielberg excerpts highlight 
some of Williams’ most recent work, the 
scores for Amistad (1997) and Saving 
Private Ryan (1998). Both works feature 
chorus, displaying the variety of Williams’ 
musical approach, and continue the more 
organic style of composition developed in 
scores like Schindlers List (1993). 

That score featured a prominent part for 
solo violin, played memorably by Itzhak 
Perlman on the film’s soundtrack. Of the 
remaining works on this weekend’s pro¬ 
gram, two feature soloists: the Theme 
from Far and Away (1992) and the 
Theme from Seven Years in Tibet 
(1997). Both films offered Williams a 
chance to work with other prominent 
directors, Ron Howard and Jean-Jacques 
Annaud, respectively, and a chance to fur¬ 
ther develop his musical language.

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That musical language has been recognized as unique since Jaws 
won an Academy Award for Best Original Score in 1976. But it 
was Star Wars that made Williams an icon and popularized the 
concert music tradidon that inspired his work. The soundtrack 
album has sold more than four million copies, a number that con¬ 
tinues to climb, making it one of the most popular non-pop 
albums of all time. His latest effort, the music for Star Wars: 
Episode I—The Phantom Menace , provided a score for one of 
the most-anticipated films ever. Like his music for the original tril¬ 
ogy, Williams’ work on The Phantom Menace weaves a series of 
themes associated with characters (Anakin, Obi-Wan, the sinister 
chorale for Darth Maul) and ideas (the Force) into a tapestry of 
near-Wagnerian proportions, evidencing his development during 
the 16 years since Return of the Jedi (1983). 

At this point, it should be clear that Williams gets along with 
directors. But one of his most legendary partnerships is with an 
orchestra. He spent 13 years, beginning in 1980, as the conductor 
of the Boston Pops Orchestra. While he has stepped down as their 
music director, he continues to appear with them in concert and 
has ventured into the studio with them on several occasions to 
record his own and others’ music. He also frequendy conducts the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic here at the Hollywood Bowl, his con¬ 
certs becoming an almost annual ritual. The warmth orchestras 
feel for him in his role as conductor no doubt helps explain his 
enduring popularity. At the 1976 Academy Awards show, after he 
won his Oscar, the orchestra, which Williams was leading during 
the broadcast, broke into spontaneous applause. Rod McKuen, 
who presented the award, captured the moment perfecdy when he 
said, “I think the orchestra likes him.”

Composer and conductor JOHN WILLIAMS is one of the most 
respected and honored com¬ 
posers of film and concert 
music, and is Conductor Lau¬ 
reate of the Boston Pops, hav¬ 
ing held the post of conductor 
for 13 seasons. He has com¬ 
posed the music and served as 
music director for more than 
75 films, received 37 Academy 
Award nominations, five 
Oscars (most recently for Best

With his intoxicating mix of timeless and contemporary sounds, 
Guinean guitarist ALPHA YAYA DLALLO’s live performances 
have become legendary.

A frica. A cradle of civilization. A cradle of 
rhythm. Ironically, music was blessed by 
the tragedy of slavery: the African Dias¬ 
pora allowed the amazing polyrhythms inherent 
in African music to spread throughout the world, 
mixing with and spicing other musical cultures. 

African music, like its powerful and pervasive rhythmic 
component, is no mere entertainment; it is inextricably 
linked to spiritual and psychic belief systems, used for invok¬ 
ing the gods, for ritual healings, and for the ceremonies 
marking and honoring the various passages of life from birth 
to death. Unlike its European counterpart, African music is 
body music, a physical exhortation to dance. When Western 
photographers have gone to Africa to photograph people, 
they’ve often complained that Africans in the villages are dif¬ 
ficult to capture on film because they’re always moving. One 
is also reminded of an early anthropological expedition to 
New Guinea in the ‘30s. The anthropologists told the vil¬ 
lagers, “We like your art.” In response, the villagers asked 
them, “What is art?” Although the example comes from 
New Guinea, it could just as easily be African, for in African 
tradition, music, art, and life merge into one, inseparable, 
entity. 

I remember my first contact with African music: two won¬ 


derful albums first released in the 1960s, Missa Luba and 
Michael Babatunde Olatunji’s Drums of Passion. The former 
was a “Mass done in pure Congolese style,” along with tradi¬ 
tional Congolese songs. Babatunde Olatunji was, at the 
time, a graduate student at Georgetown University; his 
album was one of the first, if not the first, studio-produced 
African records to appear in the United States. 

Aside from these two seminal recordings, there wasn’t 
much out there to choose from. Most African music was on 
field recordings made by anthropologists and ethnomusicol- 
ogists who took portable reel-to-reel tape recorders into the 
villages or regions they studied. Their important and pio¬ 
neering work, however, successfully documented and 
archived traditional African music for posterity. The record¬ 
ings of the late visionary British anthropologist Colin Turn- 
bull were — and continue to be — especially significant: he 
was the first to penetrate the Ituri Rainforest in northeastern 
Congo and capture the fascinating songs and chants of the 
Babenzele Pygmies or twa people. His early work paved the 
way for other recordings, and later influenced the work of 
jazz pianist Herbie Hancock, the Grammy-award winning 
group Deep Forest, and other pop groups. Today, we find 
pop artists like electronica guru Moby recycling early record¬ 
ings of traditional African as well as African-American music 
via soundbytes and samples. 

It was only while I was living in Paris, during the mid- 
1970s, that I discovered a new African music that fits the 
parameters and definitions of what has come to be known as 
world music. This music fused traditional African elements, 
recorded in modern recording studios, with western instru¬ 
ments like electric guitars, trap drums, electric basses, and so 
on. It also had a strong Latin influence, the result of Cuban 
bands like Orchestra Aragon and other groups who were 
popular in West Africa in the ‘60s. I had never heard any¬ 
thing like it before in the U.S. 

And it was an African artist, King Sunny Ade, who helped 
introduce America to this exciting new hybrid, world music. 
The Nigerian superstar — actually a tribal prince — made 
music that used traditional Yoruba polyrhythms, electric gui¬ 
tar (including pedal steel guitar), trap drums, electric bass, 
and fused them together into a tantalizing rhythmic groove. 
It was one of the biggest sensations of the early ‘80s, and cer¬ 
tainly some of the most exciting music to emerge since Bob 
Marley exploded onto the scene in the mid-‘70s. Chris 
Blackwell, who launched Bob Marley’s career on his Island 
Records label, was looking for a new international star in the 
wake of Marley s premature death from cancer in 1980, and 
he found one in King Sunny. 

Today, African music is no longer an exotic, hard-to-find 
item. Many record stores have a section devoted to African 
music, and African bands are regular attractions at music 
festivals and clubs in most big cities here in the US as well 
as Canada and Europe. Tonight, “African Pulse” features 
three of the top African artists in the world: Hassan Hak- 
moun from Morocco in North Africa, Aster Aweke from 
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Ethiopia on the Eastern horn of Africa, and Malian diva 
Oumou Sangere from West Africa. All three come from the 
upper echelons of African music, each bringing innovation 
and style to the already rich musical traditions of their 
respective countries. 

Many people first heard about Moroccan trance music 
through Brian Jones and the Rolling Stones, who traveled 
there in the ‘60s and were dazzled by Moroccan gnaw a 
music and the wailing pipes of Jajouka. Gnaw a music comes 
from a religious brotherhood, descendants of slaves brought 
centuries ago to Morocco from sub-Saharan Africa. The 
gnawas claim spiritual descent from an Ethiopian priest who 
served the Prophet Muhammad. As we find in many tradi¬ 
tional cultures, their music was meant to induce trance and 
heal anything ranging from mental disturbances to scorpion 
stings. The principal instrument, the one you’ll see gnawa 
specialist Hassan Hakmoun playing, is called the gimbri or 
sintir, a long-necked lute with few strings and more bass 
notes. Hakmoun’s recordings and performances have done 
much to bring Moroccan trance music out of the shroud of 
obscurity that kept it a local secret for many years. 

Ethiopia has one of the oldest musical traditions in the 
world. Music is present everywhere in Addis Ababa, the cap¬ 
ital, blasting out of cars, taxis, and shops. But you don’t have 
to go there to get a taste of Ethiopian culture: you’ll hear it, 
and can buy it, in Little Ethiopia along Fairfax Avenue, 
where numerous restaurants and shops share a single long 
block between Olympic and Pico. 

In spite of an oppressive communist dictatorship, the 
Ethiopian pop music scene burst open in the 1960s, peaking 
in the 1970s. Ethiopian music typically features a five note 
(pentatonic) scale; the added horns give a sense of urgency 
and a soulfulness that sometimes reminds you of Memphis- 
produced soul music. It was during the 1970s that Aster 
Aweke emerged with her first recordings. She was forced, 
like many Ethiopians, to leave the intolerably repressive revo¬ 
lutionary climate and emigrate to America in 1979. Aweke 
has since become, even in exile, Ethiopia’s greatest diva and 
national treasure. 

Oumou Sangare, like Aweke, comes from a very old musi¬ 
cal culture, one going back to the 13th century and the 
west-central African empire of Mali. Her music has the tra¬ 
ditional, undulating sound of Wassalou music from South¬ 
ern Mali, where many of the great Malian divas come from 
— singers like Kandia Kouyate, Sali Sidibe, and Nahawa 
Doumbia. The rhythms and melodies are traditional, the 
only departure being the addition of an electric guitar. But 
in her lyrics, which often decry the treatment of women in 
traditional African cultures, Oumou Sangare is quite outspo¬ 
ken. She has written powerful songs protesting female geni¬ 
tal mutilation, forced marriages, and other topics taboo in 
traditional society as well as love songs of great beauty and 
power. 

Tonight, we are in for a special treat, with three major 
African artists offering a treasure trove of musical delight. So 


sit back — or get up off your chair and dance — and enjoy 
African Pulse under the stars at the Hollywood Bowl 

About the Artists 

West African singer OUMOU SANGARE, known as the 
“Madonna of Mali,” makes her Bowl debut July 25. Tall and 
striking, she is a riveting presence on stage. Her serpentine 
vocals, backed by gendy loping guitars, plaintive violin, and 
undulating percussion combined with her socially conscious 
lyrics, have made her a huge hit in her homeland and in 
Europe. She also caught the ears of Oprah Winfrey, who 
threaded her vocals through the soundtrack to the film adapta¬ 
tion of Toni Morrison’s Pulitzer Prize-winning novel Beloved. 
This concert marks her Hollywood Bowl debut. 

ASTER AWEKE has been called Ethiopia’s national treasure. 
Born in Gondar, the ancient capital of Ethiopia, she was exiled 
from her country in the late 1970s. Now a resident of Los 
Angeles, Aweke is renowned for her ululating vocals and 
forthright lyrics. Like much Ethiopian music, her sound is

characterized by a driving 6/8 rhythm and a soul-styled horn 
section, creating such intensity that it sends dancers into an 
ecstatic shivering and audiences into frenzied excitement. 
Aweke released a new album in April 1999, Hagere. This per¬ 
formance is Aweke’s Hollywood Bowl debut. 

HASSAN HAKMOUN was born in Marrakesh, Morocco in 
1963. After formal training as a boy, Hakmoun left school 
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Hassan Hakmoun 


at fourteen to pursue a less formal education on the road. 
He traveled throughout Morocco and into France, learning 
from his experiences and from the masters of North African 
song and dance, the Gnawa , he met along the way. Eventu¬ 
ally his repertory of Gnawa songs broadened to include Arab 
and Berber material in the Gnawi style. Since his first New 
York appearance in 1987, Hakmoun has appeared at the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music, Symphony Space and with 
Randy Weston. This performance marks his Bowl debut. □

The Federal Aviation 
Administration has once again requested that 
all pilots avoid flying over the Hollywood Bowl 
area when the white strobe lights and search¬ 
lights are on during Hollywood Bowl evening 
concerts, from 6 p.m. to 12 midnight. The 
FAA also plans to adjust the traffic flow pat¬ 
terns wherever possible to minimize the noise, 
and will make special announcements to pilots 
on the Automatic Terminal Information Ser¬ 
vice (ATIS) at airports within the Los Angeles 
Basin, advising pilots to avoid flights over the 
Bowl area during concert periods. 

First Aid. In case of illness or injury, please see an 
usher, who will escort you to the First Aid Station. 

Lost and Found. Any lost articles found on con¬ 
cert nights may be claimed at the Operations 
Office the next morning. Unclaimed articles are 
kept for 30 days from the date on which they are 
found. For information, call (323) 830-2060.

Tickets For Bowl Events. Hollywood Bowl 
tickets are readily available at many locations 
throughout Southern California, including 
Ticketmaster outlets in Robinsons*May, Tower 
Records, Ritmo Latino, and selected Where- 
house stores. 

Before tonight’s concert, you can buy seats 
for any of this season’s performances at the 
Bowl Box Office. Beginning June 27, the Box 
Office is open Mondays through Saturdays 
from 10 a.m. to 9 p.m., and Sundays from 12 
noon to 8 p.m., through September 19. (The 
only exception is Labor Day, September 6, 
when the Box Office will be closed.) The Box 
Office is open on all concert nights until 1/2 
hour after the start of the performance. 

The Box Office accepts Visa, MasterCard, 
Discover, and American Express. Credit card 
phone orders may be placed by calling Ticket- 
master at (213) 480-3232, (714) 740-2000, 
(619) 278-TIXS, or (805) 583-8700. Please 
note that there is a Ticketmaster service charge 
for telephone and outlet orders. 


SERVICES FOR PATRONS WITH DISABILITIES 


Seating. Seating areas for patrons who use 
wheelchairs or who are semi-ambulatory and 
companions are located in the garden box 
seating section, in Sections D and E (accessible 
off the 2nd Promenade), and all along the 
3rd Promenade. 

On-Site Transportation. Motorized cart 
service is available to assist people with limited 
mobility in moving within the Bowl, particu¬ 
larly between Odin Street accessible parking 
and the Box Office Plaza. A designated station 
is located near the accessible Odin Street park¬ 
ing lot. Pick-ups can be arranged after perfor¬ 
mances, back to the BowlExpress service. As 
you enter the Bowl, ask a parking supervisor to 
contact the Facilities Access Manager for assis¬ 
tance. 

Assistive Listening Devices. Headsets are avail¬ 
able on loan, free of charge (with a deposit), 
through the House Manager’s Office, located 
on the east side of the 1st Promenade. 

Restrooms. The restroom facility adjacent to 
the Odin Lot path is accessible, as are the 
restrooms adjacent to the West Gate entrance 
and those off the 3rd Promenade. There are 
also accessible restrooms located in the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl Museum and the Patio Restaurant 
— both accessible off the Odin Lot path. 


Telephones. An accessible-height telephone is 
located near the Box Office Plaza, near the ele¬ 
vator. Public telephones near the Main Ticket 
Gate and the West Gate have volume control 
and are hearing-aid compatible. 

Dining. Picnic area No. 5, near the 3rd Prome¬ 
nade, is accessible. The picnic area atop the 
Box Office Plaza is accessible via the elevator in 
the Box Office Plaza. People may bring picnic 
baskets and dine in their seats or may order 
(no later than 4 p.m. the day before the 
concert) a picnic dinner to be delivered to 
seating in the box seat section. Call (323) 850- 
1885 for information and prices. Accessible 
concessions are located in the Box Office Plaza 
and near the 3rd Promenade. 

Parking. Accessible parking for patrons with dis¬ 
abilities is available in two locations and prices. 
Parking often sells out in advance. It is strongly 
advised that patrons purchase parking well in 
advance of the concert by phone: (323) 850- 
2000 — or TTY (323) 850-2040, Department 
12. Limited, “night-of” parking is available in 
the Odin Street lot. Proper identification is 
required both to purchase parking and to utilize 
the Bowl’s designated parking areas. (A placard 
alone is not accepted as complete identification.) 

Alternate Transportation. There are 15 Bowl- 
Express Park & Ride lots and three BowlExpress 


Shuttle sites in locations within Los Angeles 
County. The service from all BowlExpress sites 
is lift-equipped. For current information, 
please call (323) 850-2000 or TTY (323) 850- 
2040. Tickets may be pre-purchased through 
Department 12. 

Purchasing Tickets. Tickets may be purchased 
by mail, phone, TTY, or fax order, through 
Ticketmaster, or in person. The Box Office 
windows for patrons with disabilities are at 
accessible heights. Phone orders may be 
placed by calling (323) 850-2000 or TTY 
(323) 850-2040 and asking for Department 
12. Credit card orders may be placed via fax 
(323) 850-2155 sent to the attention of 
Department 12.
